‘Guards Overpowered as 5 Inmates 


Flee; Ringleader 


Still at Large 


REGINA (CP) — One hundred and forty prisoners 
chose to remain in their cells Saturday night after five of 
their fellows overpowered the guards and offered them 
the keys to freedom from the Regina jail. 


All four guards on duty were 
gagged and bound in turn by the 
little group, who gained econtrol 
of the prison and threatened to 
lead a getieral breakout. 

Except for their billy sticks, the 
guards were unarmed 

Within hours two of the es- 
caped convicts were recaptured, 
but three, including the suspected 
ringleader, were still at large to- 
day. 

Tt was the. sixth break from the 


jail in the last 12 months and the’ 


second in six weeks 

Officials attributed the jail's 
policy of emphasizing rehabilita- 
tion,. psychological treatment and 
training of inmates for trades as 
a major reason for the majority's 
refusal to join the escapees.

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Liberty Under Padlock 


UEBEC’S PADLOCK LAW, AN 
evil thing in the sight of most 


Canadians, is now before the Su- 
preme Court. But it is not the busi- 
ness of the Court to decide whether 
the law is evil or not. The only issue 
the Court can consider-is whether 
the law is constitutional and within 
the powers of the Quebec Legisla- 
ture. 

That question, being sub judice of 
our highest tribunal, cannot proper- 
ly be discussed at present. We must 
await the Court’s ruling, doubtless 
some months hence—one of the most 
important rulings -it has ever been 
called upon to make. 

It is quite proper and, we believe, 
literally true to say that-if the pad- 
lock Jaw is constitutional and is so 
upheld by the Supreme Court it will 
set in train great and. incalculable 
dangers..to. personal liberty in Can- 
ada. 

Under this law all the ordinary 
processes of justice are set aside and 
the most fundamental liberties of the 
citizen repealed. In Quebec the at- 
torney-general (who happens at 
present to be Mr. Duplessis) can de- 
clare any house or building to be a 
centre of communist intrigue, can 
seize those premises, padlock them 
and, in effect, deprive the owner of 
his property. The owner has no way 
of appealing-to the courts as he 
could appeal any other seizure by the 
state or by private persons 

Some people may say that since 
the law is directed only at commu- 
nists it threatens no damage to any- 
body else and therefore can be ex- 
cused as an unpleasant necessity in 
the struggle against communism. 
There are two flaws in this reason- 
ing. 

In the first place, communism is 
not illegal in this country. It is even 
permitted to maintain its own piti- 
able Labor Progressive Party and to 
seek seats in Parliament (though it 
never wins any now-a-days and is 
actually insignificant) So long as 
communism is legal, the communist 
—much less the man who is merely 
suspected of communism by Mr. Du- 
plessis—should not be deprived of 
the due processes of law applied to 
all other Canadians. 

Secondly, if the Quebec Legisla- 
ture can deny those processes to 
communists, it can deny them to 
anybody else. Indeed, it has already 
undertaken to deny them to a sect 
called the Jehovah Witnesses. under 
another piece of legislation, the Free- 
dom of Worship Act, which has yet 
to be tested in the courfs 

But the danger of the padlock 


law does not end there. If the Que- 
bec Legislature can apply the meth- 
ods of that law to suspected com- 
munists, or other people, there is 
nothing to prevent the other nine 


legislatures from doing the same} 


thing. 
he real danger of the padlock 
law is that it undertakes to repeal in 


one provinee the basic liberties that | 


all Canadians should enjoy every- 
where if this is a nation and if there 
is such a thing as Canadian citizen- 
ship. Once the provinces establish 
their power ‘to reduce those liberties 


as they choose then there is no single | § 
citizenship in Canada. There are ten | 
different citizenships, varying as the | 


ten_legislatures decide. In that case 
there is no nation for the purposes 
of liberty but ten_nations. 


For this reason the national Gov- | 


ernment is deeply involved in the 


questions..now before the. Supreme | 
Its right and power to pro- | 


Court. 
tect the liberties of Canadians have 
been challenged by. the padlock law. 
It-should be the first to resist that 
challenge. 

When matters of this sort were 
last discussed in Parliament Mr. 
Garson, the minister of justice, op- 
posed the passage of a Canadian Bill 
of Rights Which would have abso- 
lutely forbidden any -government; 
federal or provincial, to infringe 
basic liberties. There was no need 
of such a safeguard, said Mr. Gar- 
son, since liberty was already safe 
under the protection of the Federal 
Government. 

It is not safe so long as the pad- 
lock law stands on the statute books 
of Quebec. It will be in immediate 
danger if this law is found to be 
constitutional. 

One would under 


think that 


these circumstances Mr. Garson, as | 


the custodian of federal power and, 
by his office the chief protector of 
civil rights, would do everything 
within his means to assert that 
power and pfotect. those rights be- 
fére the Supreme Court. 

It is regrettable, though hardly 
surprising, that Mr. Garson has made 
no appearance before the Court, as 
he was entitled to do. His motives 
are obvious —he does not wish to 
give any color to Mr. Duplessis' 
charge that the Federal Government 
is attempting to invade Quebec's 
autonomy and is working through 
the Court to this end 

But if the Court upholds the pad- 
lock law for legal reasons then Mr. 
Garson cannot say civil liberties are 
safe and he cannot reasonably deny 
the need of a Bill of Rights to pro- 
tect them.

No doubt they feel “safe,” with 
the election recently concluded. They 
would be astonished to know how 
many of the faithful have become so 
quickly disenchanted

Ottawa on the Fire Line 


UBJECT TO APPROVAL BY 
Parliament—and that approval 
seems assufed—provinces of Canada 
will receive direct financial assistance 
from the Federal Government for 
forest fire supression in 1957. 

The amounts to be received by in- 
dividual provinces are relatively 
small. (The draft agreement calls for 
five million dollars in the next five 
years—half a million next year ris- 

- ing to one and one-quarter millions 
annually for the final three years.) 
But the principle is important. 

By it Canada recognizes the de- 
sirability of protecting a vast rev- 
enue source. Federal income is der- 
ived from the forest industries indir- 
ectly in corporation income tax and 

les tax. Since .almost half the 
whaith produced in British Columb 


comes from timber and its process- 
ing, the federal stake in this prov- 
ince’s forests is obvious. 

To date B.C. fire suppression ex- 
perts have consistently held that 
they were asked to do too big a job 
with too little money. Under the pro- 
posed five-year agreement they will 
not be materially helped. But a start 
has been made and larger contribu- 
tions may be expected in the future. 

Provision for federal assistance 
may be made under terms of the 


Canadian Forestry Act. Already that | 
legislation has been used to author-,| 
ize grants to provinces for timber in- | 
ventories, reforestation and forest | 


pathology. 
Now Ottawa is apparently recog-

It was an age 
of intense material development with 
little thought being given to the cultural 
past. Today the National Trust and the 
Society for Preservation of Rural Eng- 
land and similar bodies are doing much 
to prevent a recurrence of such practices, 
These places today are the solid sub 
stance of tourism where they have been 
preserved 

In the U.S.A. Williamsburg stands out 
as a good eample of a reconstructed 
city and in seven other cities in the orig- 
inal early states reproduction work is 
taking place of early historic sites. 


Today we in British Columbia are 
about to reconstruct Fort Langley. My 
suggestion was that we should give con- 
sideration to the forming of a commis- 
sion composed of property owners, B.C. 
Historica} Society, architects, builders 
and chamber of commerce members to 
co-operate in preserving buildings and 
sites of historic, traditiona] interest, re 
gina] differences and further, J. K. Nes 
bitt, author of Victoria's Old Homes and 
Families, to tie these in with a book on 
the subject of local and tourist interest.

These political developments have 
been foreseen by the American policy* 
makers, who say rather smugly that “the 
British and French are through in the 
Middle East.” 

But the American policy-makers have 
no coherent answer whatever, to any of 
the really horrifying questions that’ will 
surely be raised by the British and 
French being “through in the Middle 
East.” 

President Eisenhower himself has de 
scribed this region as the most strate 
gically vital on the face of the earth. 
This is true for many reasons. But take 
only one of these reasons—the effect on 
the second power of the Western alliance, 
Britain, of the prospective loss of com 
trol of her Middle Eastern oi} supplies. 

As a sort of hole card, the British 
now mean to hold the vast oil riches of 
Kuweit and the other Gulf Coast Sheik- 
doms by naked military force if need be. 


Dilemma 


But are we prepared to support the 
British in this new “aggression”, which 
will raise a worse storm than the attack 
on Suez? Or shall we press our British 
partners to look pleasant while thelr 
throats are cut? 

Then too, if all Britain's Middle East- 
ern oil sources are lost, it will cost 
Britain just about $1 billion a year. The 
shaky British balance of payments cannot 
conceivably stand this further drain. If 
the oil goes, Britain will go bankrupt. 

After declaring bankruptcy, Britain 
will have to abandon her NATO and 
other strategic commitments, and will 
go out of business as a serious world 
power. But how is American policy 
Boing to be adjusted to cover the loss 
of Western strength caused by British 
bankruptcy? 

In these circumstances, the American 
policy-makers are now content to talk 

vaguely about “the 
U.S. moving into the 
Middle East to fill the 
vacuum” left by our 
less fortunate allies. 
But do our policy-mak- 
. ers really think, for 
instance, that the U.S. 
can take over Britain's 
Middle Eastern oil re- 
sources, pension off the 
British people, and still 
Stewart keep Britain as a loyal 
ally? Surely the country deserves more 
realistic answers to the whole grim array 
of questions of which these are a small 
sample.

In Europe Kills 23 


China Opera Troupe, 
Czech Hockeyists Die 


GIESSEN, Germany (CP) — A 
Russian-built Czech airliner car 
rying 10 members of a Red Chi 
nese opera company returning to 
Peiping and six Czechoslovak 
hockey players crashed and ex 
ploded on the German-Swiss bor 
der Saturday night. All 23 pas 
sengers and crew were killed 

Swiss officials said they were in 
vestigating ‘‘all possible causes’’ 
for the crash, but that there was 
no indication: thus far to suggest 
sabotage. 

It was the second major avia 
tion disaster within 24 hours 
Early Saturday morning, an Ital 
fan DC - 6B worth $2,500,000 
crashed. after taking off from 
Orly field in Paris, killing 33 of 
the 35 persons aboard. Only sur 
vivors were Nicomdmeo Fina 
more, and his Concetta 
both employed by the Italian air 
lines at Shannon, Ireland.

coals.

The main advantage of a 
separate oven is that you can 
have it installed at a height 
that means maximum comfort, 
safety and convenience to you. 

How do you find exactly what 
that height is? 

Researchers discovered that 
the convenience of a separate 
oven depends upon how easily 
you can lift food in and out, 
turn broiling meat over, and 
Inspect cooking food. 


After studies with 50 women, 
it was found that most could 
handle heavy loads such as a 
ham, a turkey or a large roast 
with least strain if the oven 
was at, or slightly below, their 
elbow height or “carrying 
level.” 

The researchers noted, how- 
ever, that when the oven is 
placed low enough for comfort 
in lifting and turning food over, 
you may not be able to stand 


erect directly in front of the 
oven and see all of its contents. 
The Cornell researchers found 
two simple ways to avoid bend- 
ing: either pull out the oven 
rack with the food on it, or just 
Step back. 

In general, they concluded, it 
is better to place your oven so 
that you do not have to lift too 
high, even though this means 
that you must adjust your body 
position for inspecting.

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Liberty Under Padlock 


UEBEC’S PADLOCK LAW, AN 
evil thing in the sight of most 
Canadians, is now before the Su- 
preme Court. But it is not the busi- 
ness of the Court to decide whether 
the law is evil or not. The only issue 
the Court can consider is whether 
the law is constitutional and within 
the powers of the Quebec Legisla- 
ture. 

That question, being sub judice of 
our highest tribunal, cannot proper- 
ly be discussed at present. We must 
await the Court’s ruling, doubtless 
some months hence—one of the most 
important rulings it has ever been 
called upon to make. 

It is quite proper and, we believe, 
literally true to say that if the pad- 
lock law is constitutional and is so 
upheld by the Supreme Court it will 
set in train great and. incalculable 
dangers to personal liberty in Can- 
ada. 

Under this law all the ordinary 
processes of justice are set aside and 
the most fundamental liberties of the 
citizen repealed. In Quebec the at- 
torney-general (who happens at 
present to bé Mr. Duplessis) can de- 
clare any house or building to be a 
centre of communist intrigue, can 
seize those premises, padlock them 
and, in effect, deprive the owner of 
his property. The owner has no way 
of appealing to the courts as he 
could appeal any other seizure by the 
state or by private persons. 

Some people may say that since 
the law is directed only at commu- 
nists it threatens no damage to any- 
body else and therefore can be ex- 
cused as an unpleasant necessity in 
the struggle against communism. 
There are two flaws in this reason- 
ing 

In the first place, communism is 
not illegal in this country. It is even 
permitted to maintain its own piti- 
able Labor Progressive Party and to 
seek seats in Parliament (though it 
never wins any now-a-days and is 
actually insignificant). So long as 
communism is legal, the communist 
—much less the man who is merely 
suspected of communism by Mr. Du- 
plessis—should not be deprived of 
the due processes of law applied to 
all other Canadians. 

Secondly, if the Quebec Legisla- 
ture can deny those processes to 
communists, it can deny them to 
anybody else. Indeed, it has already 
undertaken to deny them to a sect 
called the Jehovah Witnesses under 
another piece of legislation, the Free- 
dom of Worship Act, which has yet 
to be tested in the courts 

But the danger of the padlock 


law does not end there. If the Que-

nothing to prevent the other nine} 


legislatures from doing the same 
thing. 

The real danger of the padlock

ten legislatures decide. 
there is no nation for the purposes 
of liberty but ten nations. 

For this reason the national Gov- 
ernment is deeply involved in the 
questions now before the Supreme 
Court. Its right and power to pro- 
tect the liberties of Canadians have 
been challenged by the padlock law. 
It should be the first to resist that 
challenge. 

When matters of this sort were 
last discussed in Parliament Mr. 
Garson, the minister of justice, op- 
posed the passage of a Canadian Bill 
of Rights which would have abso- 
lutely forbidden any government, 
federal or provincial, to infringe 
basic liberties. There was no need 
of such a safeguard, said Mr. Gar- 
son, since liberty was already safe 
under the protection of the Federal 
Government. 

It is not safe so long as the pad- 
lock law_stands on the statute books 
of Quebec. It will be in immediate 
danger if this law is found to be 
constitutional 

One would think that under 
these circumstances Mr. Garson, as 
the custodian of federal power and, 
by his office the chief protector of 
civil rights, would do everything 
within his means to assert that 
power and protect those rights be- 
fore the Supreme Court 

It is regrettable, though hardly 
surprising, that Mr. Garson has made 
no appearance before the Court, as 
he was entitled to do. His motives 
are obvious —he does not wish to 
give any color to Mr. Duplessis’ 
charge that the Federal Government 
is attempting to invade Quebec's 
autonomy and is working through 
the Court to this end 

But if the Court upholds the pad- 
lock law for legal reasons then Mr. 
Garson cannot say civil liberties are 
safe and he cannot reasonably deny 
the need of a Bill of Rights to pro- 
tect them.

Ottawa on the Fire Line 


UBJECT TO APPROVAL BY 
Parliament—and that approval 
seems assured—provinces of Canada 
will receive direct financial assistance 
from the Federal Government for 
forest fire supression in 1957. 

The amounts to be received by in- 
dividual provinces are relatively 
small. (The draft agreement calls for 
five million dollars in the next five 
years—half a _millien next year ris- 
ing to one and one-quarter millions 
annually for the final three years.) 
But the principle is important. 

By it Canada recognizes the de- 
sirability of protecting a vast rev- 
enue source. Federal income is der- 
ived from the forest industries indir- 
ectly in corporation income tax and 
sales tax. Since almost half the 
wealth produced in British Columbia 


« 


comes from timber and its process- 
ing, the federal stake in this prov- 
ince’s forests’ is obvious. 

To date B.C. fire suppression ex- 
perts have consistently held that 
they were asked to do too big a job 
with too little money. Under the pro- 
posed five-year agreement they will 
not be materially helped. But a start 
has been made and larger contribu- 
tions may be expected in the future. 

Provision for federal assistance 


may be~made under terms of the | 
Canadian Forestry Act. Already that | 


legislation has been used to author- 
ize grants to provinces for timber in- 
ventories, reforestation and forest 
pathology. 

Now Ottawa is apparently recog- 
nizing another responsibility—fire 
suppression. This is good news, par- 
ticularly to British Columbia.

Dilemma 


But are we prepared to support the 
British in this new “aggression”, which 
will raise a worse storm than the attack 
on Suez? Or shall we press our British 
partners to look pleasant while their 
throats are cut? : 

Then too, if all Britain's Middle East- 
ern oi] sources are lost, it will cost 
Britain just about $1 billion a year. The 
shaky British balance of payments cannot 
conceivably stand this further drain, If 
the oil goes, Britain will go bankrupt. 

After declaring bankruptcy, Britain 
will have to abandon her NATO and 
other strategie commitments, and will/ 
go out of business as a serious world 
power. But how is American policy 
going to be adjusted to cover the loss 
of Western strength caused by British 
bankruptcy? 

In these circumstances, the American 
policy-makers are now content to talk 
vaguely about “the | 
U.S. moving into the 
Middle East to fill the 
vacuum” left by our 
less fortunate allies. | 
But do our policy-mak- 
ers really think, for 
instance, that the U.S, 
can take over Britain's 
Middle Eastern oil re- 
sources, pension off the 
British people, and still 

Stewart keep Britain as a loyal 
ally? Surely the country deserves more 
realistic answers‘to the whole grim array 
of questions of which these are a small 
sample.
